fundamental idea all education that should enable people 
realize the greatest possible measure life within the present frame. 
work society; adult education ensures the attainment this goal and 
addition, should usher new society where better and more 
abundant life possible. The adult education programme that will 
perform this double function must operate the lives all the people. 
this, must have fundamental appeal. Its motivation will not 
found narrow programme vocational education nor will 
found programme extreme cultural so-called classical education. 
The appeal these two extreme views narrow. The common 
nominator all not that are artisans farmers artists, 
but that are citizens common country. The fundamental pro- 
cesses which build our civilization are the realm the econo- 
mic, sociological, and political. The fundamental relationships man 
man society are found these the people become masters 
the forces governing these relationships, then they are the way 
have all other things added unto them. 


Need for Long-Term Planning 


HERE can doubt that desire even the humblest our 

people dip into the rich social heritage the race and enjoy 
the finest fruits the human mind past ages. But this have 
will probably have lay the foundations for long programme. 
Fundamental such process the idea building the people new 
levels thinking and life. Our efforts the past have been largely 
confined building leaders for the so-called professions with the hope 
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that some mysterious way their culture might trickle down the 
masses. may just possible that the last analysis, leaders, 
thinkers, and artists, are necessary by-product evolving people. 
They are thrown when the right time comes the expression 
culture. 

Even nature, this law evidence. not find the highest 
mountain peak rising out the level plain. Nature seems build 
great foothills that point with pride the 
common people, the geniuses will probably take care themselves. 

this effectively the people must organized explore and 
exploit the possibilities life. examination these possibilities 
will give clue where should start. run through the 
whole gamut human possibilities will find that they can summed 
under few headings. They are the economic, social, political, 
cultural, and spiritual. are all idealistic and spiritual enough 
realize that the economic probably the lowest category human 
possibilities, but hope are realistic enough know that all the 
others are based and conditioned it. don’t have 
the extremes Marxian economic interpretation history admit 
this. The great truth the Marxian doctrine probably more ominous 
for than its falsehood. 


Economic Action 


hold, therefore, fundamental principle, that adult educa- 
tion programme, produce results and affect the lives the people, 
must result, the first instance, economic action their part. 

This seems scientific procedure. parallel can found 
the physical world. builder starts with the roof his edifice. The 
muddy work excavation and the laying the cold grey stone and 
mortar which into the foundation are not the phases the work that 
elicit our admiration, but they are all necessary the complete structure. 
cannot ignore this basic truth the building society. What 
are trying build more delicate and complex than any physical 
structure. cannot safe permanent has not solid and 
scientific economic foundation which rest. 

Incidentally, this good pedagogy. must take the learner where 
build the interests that are uppermost his mind. This 
proach which applies today and will not apply tomorrow. Neither does 
visualize programme that fits only the illiterate and the poorer 
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classes society. true that have, especially Eastern 
many submerged groups whose attention could never won the be. 
ginning highly cultural programme, but equally true that this 
country today has growing army well-educated workers and primary 
producers who are facing insecurity that numbs them their every 
effort find satisfying life. Even those who days gone had the 
opportunities securing education that would enable them lead 
the lives they desired are not secure they used be. Even for 
them, the economic plight the masses looms ominously; the measure 
liberty that those fortunate individuals had the past may easily 
swept away. This has happened other countries and unless 
something about it, may happen ours. 


Necessity Group Thinking 


common people can permanently and effectively improve their 

economic position only group action. call this economic 
operation. not going argue this point. quite evident that 
the individual worker the individual primary producer acting alone 
can have little say the economic processes society. These 
same people, however, through group action, can gradually climb into 
the driver’s seat and become masters their own destiny. The tech- 
niques for such action are already scientifically 
application other lands has proved conclusively the effectiveness 
such action. 

addition the economic improvement caused such group 
action, the resulting sense achievement acts stimulus for further 
study. Through the masses the people can acquire the technique 
group action and lay the organizational foundation for activities 
more cultural nature. Furthermore, such action calls for knowledge 
techniques and economic and philosophical principles which are 


probably more cultural than 90% the material found our ordinary 
school curricula. 


Methods and Organization 


SHALL now deal briefly with the educational organization which 
have found will make such adult education programme achieve 
results. started out 1929 with the idea that the people should 
mobilized think about their problems. had find technique 
that was inexpensive and easily applicable large masses the people. 
The small study club discussion circle, composed members, 
our fundamental unit organization. These small groups select 
their own leaders who serve contact men with our department and 
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see that the clubs meet regularly once week. The federation 
the small groups community into larger groups known associated 
study clubs, gives the people the opportunity discuss the common 
problems arising out their studies. The groups are supplied with 
regular study material from the University. They have their disposal 
wide range books, pamphlets, and mimeographed material. 
The desire for more reading material growing. Small local libraries 
are being built various sections, and are all convinced that the day 
fast approaching when the demand for good reading material will 
great that regional libraries must established strategic points 
the country. 

Another important phase the work the training community 
leaders. Short courses four weeks’ duration are held yearly the 
University, which men and women are coming ever-increasing 
numbers. 

Regional conferences are held from time time and the annual 
Rural and Industrial Conference, which had small beginning few years 
ago, permanent institution which supplies the dynamics for the 
whole movement. 

1930, the movement was confined eastern Nova Scotia alone. 
The number study clubs that year was The number today 
Nova Scotia well over the last few years, this movement has 
spread other parts Nova Scotia, the other Maritime provinces, 
and Newfoundland. Last year there were 5,000 people study clubs 
northern New Brunswick, 4,000 P.E.I:, and large number 
Newfoundland. would safe say that today there are this 
eastern country 30,000 people enrolled this movement. 

want say that not easy carry out this programme. 
depends large measure local all communities where 
had indifference opposition from powerful local leaders, our work 
was partially wholly nullified. other communities, where found 
willing local leaders, progress was made. takes time initiate people 
into this study technique, but the great revelation that with hard work 
itcan done. There great hope that the generation people 
who are now rising the midst this kind activity will consider 
the normal thing the future. 


Practical Results 


MUST not forget, before closing, make some reference the 
practical results this study. want assure listeners that 
have found that the principles that have enunciated the beginning 
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work out practice, the people will translate their knowledge into 
economic group action, and are doing eastern Canada very 
vigorous way. The Credit Union movement, which 
banking scheme, had small beginning January, 1933. have 
today the province Nova Scotia alone, 115 credit unions, with 
membership 20,000, with assets half million dollars and 
business last year three-quarters million. 

This credit union movement has spread Newfoundland, New 
Brunswick, and P.E.I., and risk very little the assertion that 
blanket the whole this eastern country the next few years. 
two stores are now operation eastern Nova Scotia alone and 
annual business over two and half millions. Some thirty-five co- 
operative lobster factories are already existence and great variety 
other processing plants. Marketing agencies various kinds are 
also springing up. Already there evidence activity the more 
cultural fields. The creation libraries, activities for better health and 
medical services, and better housing are all significant. 

This movement long past the experimental stage, ever was 
experiment. are now certain that results will proportion 
the effort put The hope Canada that can find enough 
bold spirits who will dare oppose reaction and vested interests, dare 
scientific the social field, realistic enough face the facts, and 
make the people free.

Report Fine Arts Committee Manitoba 


OLLOWING the heels the economic depression there has 

come what might called spiritual depression rural life—a 

tendency towards purely utilitarian outlook, and mistrust 
anything which could termed educational 

But the pendulum last beginning its opposite swing. People 
are coming realize that world changing values, true appreciation 
beauty common things vital the art living. the west, 
for example, the persistent crop failures recent years have shown the 
necessity for widened mental outlook, and many have turned their 
own accord reading some special branch study. 

was response this growing need felt throughout the province 
Manitoba, and manifested the formation number independently 
organized study groups, that the Fine Arts Committee Manitoba was 
set Winnipeg December, 1936. And was quite fitting that 
the project should have taken shape under the guidance the National 
Gallery Canada which constant touch with such problems 
throughout the country. The financial burden the undertaking was 
borne the Carnegie Corporation New York through its Canadian 
Advisory Committee Art Galleries and Museums, without whose 
generous support and stimulating interest the experiment could never 
have passed beyond the first initial stages. 


Organization Committee 


its inception the Fine Arts Committee consisted representatives 
from the Manitoba Museum Association, the Winnipeg Art Gallery 
Association and The University Manitoba. these have now been 
added one member each from the provincial Department Education 
and the Extension Service the provincial Department Agriculture. 
Splendid co-operation has also been given the National Museum 
Canada, the Manitoba branch the Canadian Handicrafts Guild, the 
Women’s Institutes the province, the Winnipeg Sketch Club, Manitoba 
Society Artists and the Winnipeg School Art. 
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The Experiment 


object the experiment was two-fold: (1) ascertain for the 
future some the cultural needs and interests rural Manitoba 
with view towards co-operative effort, and (2) share with widely 
scattered communities the privileges art gallery and museum formerly 
available only the city. 
accomplish this purpose, travelling exhibition was assembled, 
means which individual contact could made with communities 
varying sizes and interests. The exhibition was designed awaken 
curiosity art, history, handicrafts and natural science, that visitor 
especially interested one subject could not only widen his knowledge 
that field, but might led further interest another topic. 

Sponsoring the exhibition each town were organizations, usually 
the School Board and the Women’s Institute, but sometimes including 
the local Board Trade, Rotary Club, United Farm Women Canadian 
Legion. 

From the beginning the exhibition has been means end, rather 
than end this reason has been accompanied its 
travels one, and later two, workers who interpreted each section 
simple and friendly way, and who encouraged the people express 
their own enthusiasm and ideas. 

Evening meetings were arranged for adults, while children came 
class class school time. The talks which always preceded the 
general inspection the exhibition were adapted the age and interests 
each separate group, and were sometimes illustrated lantern slides. 
Great care was always taken avoid the mistake imposing the 
audience ready-made appreciation, but rather show working 
from the point view that true understanding requires the 
opening mental eyes and the casting aside cramped and biased 
opinions. All talks were strictly informal and general discussion en- 
couraged each meeting dispel any idea that art and its related 
subjects are impractical and entirely removed from daily life. 


New Policy 


HIS initial ploughing new educational ground the province 

was continued over the first two years, during which forty-eight 
centres were reached. But with the opening the present season came 
distinct change policy. 

that time the visit each town was brief, lasting the 
average but two three days. The exhibition itself was chiefly some- 
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thing which look. This year, however, some the previously 
broken soil being worked over much more intensive programme. 

The itinerary covers number towns already touched, but the 
exhibition new one there needless repetition. The visit, now 
known Art and Museum Week, gives time for more constructive 
effort within each town and occasional short excursion neighbour- 
ing community. 

Instead single hurried visit school classes, each group has 
three separate contacts school time. Two these are within the 
classroom; one session devoted pictures and how they are made, that 
say, problems subject, composition and technique; the other 
session given natural science. Both are illustrated selections from 
the exhibition. The third contact general meeting the entire 
school the exhibition itself, where slides and movie dealing with 
Indian and Eskimo life are shown supplement the history section. 

Two adult meetings are arranged. Museum nicht similar the 
general school meeting, while Art Gallery night illustrated 
lantern slide story the development painting, followed dis- 
cussion the contemporary works the exhibition. 


Project Work 


INCE one the main objects each town inspire community 

effort along the lines art gallery and museum activity, two im- 
portant features have been added this year. One the project group, 
which has now taken the form lino-cutting, and eventually may 
include soap carving, the construction miniature habitat groups, and 
similar subjects. The other local exhibition pictures, handicrafts, 
and historical and scientific material lent for the occasion citizens 
the district. This often leads very interesting discoveries concern- 
ing the resources buried within each community, resources which have 
only uncovered prove their worth. this way the nucleus 
for local museum formed, and with the interest already aroused 
the week’s programme, hoped that further development will take 
place along these lines. 


The Future 


this point the contacts have been merely between each com- 

munity and the exhibition. Important stress laid, 
however, the development independent study groups, and the 
next step will establish contacts between these groups separate 
centres. For this purpose friendly and informal conference 
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held Winnipeg this spring which representatives from many 
possible the existing groups Manitoba, well interested 
viduals from unorganized centres, will meet exchange ideas and 
discuss ways and means enlarging the scope the arts, the crafts 
and the museum, throughout the Province. The general theme 
this conference will be, ‘‘How can help one another satisfy the cul- 
tural needs and desires rural 

the hope the Fine Arts Committee that, having thus presented 
the people certain cultural possibilities which they can develop 
their own initiative, can become member this larger group rather 
than the leader it, and that more the responsibility for the actual 
extension work will carried individually the organizations which the 
Committee now represents. 

The form which the work will take the future will moulded 
the feeling this conference. may possibly develop into series 
small and compact exhibitions available lending plan like books 
library, exchange service lecturers, periodic travelling schools 
for leadership training various subjects. 

Whatever the outcome felt that the seed planted during the 
past seasons will contribute substantially the growth vital move- 
ment rural life, which will bear fruit people better fitted under- 
stand the problems and appreciate the beauty their lives from day 
day.

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EXPERIMENT WITH 
FOLK SCHOOL 


Leonard Harman 


EVEN years ago was becoming intensely interested the possi- 
bilities Folk School raise leaders who could lift our rural 

communities from their intellectual inertia and economic hardship. 
“Look what the Danes have done,” said Dr. Solandt, said 
Hannam, said McCready. For years had dreams setting 
simple school where young people from rural communities could 
catch the inspiration for rural reconstruction. 

score times leaders the Toronto area have discussed the 
Folk School idea. Grey County the cousins Alex Sim and Art Haas 
planned actually hold school some these years; did Donald 
McLean Kent. But the dream never became reality. Older leaders 
busied themselves with other tasks. The group young people who, 
six years ago, tried Canada: Save through the 
New Canada Movement struggled dozen fronts rural betterment. 
Some were continually bobbing with conference rural life 
and co-operation programme study groups. But the Folk School 
idea was pushed into the background. 

Then Harvey MacDougall, Educational, Secretary the United 
Farmers Ontario, decided that would interesting try Folk 
School Bruce County. Mr. and Mrs. Samells Park Head 
said that their farm house would vacant for part the winter and 
generously offered its use. The Harmans were chosen conduct the 
school and made trip across the Grey-Huron-Bruce country arousing 
interest and making local plans for nine-day affair. 


The School Opens 


January took possession the house. Ten young men and 

three young women registered. The youngest was 16; the oldest 
was came from farms; and all had shown interest the rural 
community. Each brought four dollars cash food. the 
evening the group organized democratic, co-operative basis 
with secretary, treasurer, and appraisal committee value the 
food contributed. The whole school decided when would rise the 


morning and when would retire night. organized fair division 
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labour for cooking, dish-washing, firing and sweeping. The boys took 
their turn the kitchen well with broom and firewood. With 
minds conditioned other schools took the group while get 
accustomed the new atmosphere freedom with responsibility. 

one seemed feel that Leonard and Violet Harman were 
apart from the rest the group teachers. course conducted 
most the forums; and our advice was sought host matters not 
covered the internal organization the school. neither gave 
orders nor posed authorities. had our background intimacy 
with rural life; had our ideas education gathered from Pickering 
College and other progressive sources; had some years experience 
co-operative and community work. fitted into the picture 
senior members the group farm young people. Before the school 
had been long progress were affectionately addressed and 
everyone present. 


The Programme 


subjects discussion were divided under four general headings: 

Co-operation, Rural Organization, Government and Rural Culture. 
Each morning and afternoon was divided into two periods hour 
and quarter each. The evening programmes were varied, with Neigh 
bour Night attended Park Head People, public meeting the local 
hall addressed Miss Ethel Chapman, party with visiting craft and 
recreation leaders, sleighing party, and sometimes just quiet reading. 

Nicholson, President the United Farmers Ontario, led 
the discussion Marketing. The local Agricultural Representative 
talked about agricultural services and conservation. Women’s Insti- 
tute leader discussed foods. The local minister discussed Christian 
ethics. But most the sessions were under leadership from within the 
school. fifteen-minute talk would introduce discussion for half 
hour which was carried two more small groups. second half 
hour would spent forum the findings the groups reported 
secretary from each. this way everyone took turn discussion, 
leading discussion, and acting secretary. All were thoroughly 
schooled technique which identical with that followed the 
Neighbour Night programmes. 

may have been the amateur orchestra; may have been the reading 
poetry after meals; may have been the exhibition Canadian art, 
discussed Art Haas; may have been the prevalence progressive 
views social questions; may have been the spontaneous laughter 
response wholesome jest; may have been the sincerity

has been proven that group farm young people can operate 
residential school successfully for short period least. Provided 
with house and leadership they can finance food, fuel, and other costs 
less than fifty cents per person per day. The success this first 
school justifies further use the plan.

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ADULT EDUCATION 
DENMARK 


Andrew Moore 


VISIT Denmark rarely pleasurable experience. The whole 
attitude its people one cheery friendliness. the usual 
contacts daily life the Danes exhibit inborn courtesy which 
appears genuine and unaffected. Although highly organized and 
keenly alert commerce and business, they take time live and are 
pleasant and happy about it. Such has not always been thecase. the 
Middle Ages the peasants Denmark were little more than serfs. From 
1660 the middle the nineteenth century they were under absolute 
kings. The last these were enlightened despots and instituted far- 
reaching land reforms. The old system communal tillage was abolished 
and the farmers, instead being merely tenants the manors, became 
free-holders. short, for better for worse Denmark pinned its faith 
many independent small holders rather than the comparatively few 
large landowners typical most European countries. Although this 
gave the peasant farmer independence and security tenure that 
was unique, was not enough lift him out the depths wretched- 
ness which found himself. the depression following the Na- 
poleonic Wars the bottom dropped out the prices the corn (meaning 
general) that the Danes had been selling the warring nations, 
which much the same has happened Western Canada to-day. 
Destitution and-misery were widespread. these extremities men 
vision turned adult education slow but sure means recovery. 


The Folk School 


OLK HIGH SCHOOLS are the distinguishing characteristic adult 

education Denmark. They are difficult describe. One needs 
visit them understand and appreciate their spirit and functioning. 
Back them stands one the greatest figures Danish history, Bishop 
Gruntvig, who died 1872 his ninetieth year. Time does not permit 
account his career but may found any standard reference 
work. Suffice say that his life was bed roses and that his 
experiences gave him such deep love for the down-trodden peasants 
that set himself raise them from serfs citizens. His scheme 
education differs from the general state plan. requires all children 
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attend elementary and continuation school until the age fourteen 
years but then they are out school from the age fourteen 
eighteen. This one the most critical periods life, when youth 
changing manhood and should not grinding away schoolrooms. 
Instead should have opportunity for free development working 
farm apprenticed trade. Under this scheme youth develops 
healthier body and becomes aware the responsibilities life. From 
the age eighteen twenty-five youth Denmark, now the young 
adult, comes into the Folk High School achieve spiritual awakening 
and obtain the answers many questions arising his mind concerning 
the meanings things his social and physical environment. Although 
Gruntvig quoted stating the function the Folk High School 
that giving notions the civic community and the conditions 
its welfare, appreciation the national character and the ability 
express one’s thoughts with ease and his great underlying 
the teachers. was revolt against the dry dust memory and 
book work methods the classical schools. 


Examinations 


Danish Folk High Schools are not all within 

our meaning the term. They are private schools usually owned 
the Principal some local organization. examinations are 
required for admission and none mark the eompletion the courses. 
The students are not there pass examinations. They are there 
because they want there and feel that they are getting something 
out it. Incidentally they are usually spending the money they have 
earned themselves when they pay for their board 
Text-books are conspicuous their absence but the students are adept 
the use reference material, and every school has excellent 
reference library. 

They are residential schools various sizes accommodating anything 
from fifty one hundred and fifty young men during five six the 


winter months, and similar number young women for three four 
the summer months. some schools co-education followed and 
both men and women are attendance together. The students come 
mainly from the agricultural and rural artisan classes although late 
years there has been some infiltration from the towns. The total at- 
tendance runs between six thousands and seven thousand annually and 
pretty evenly divided between the sexes. 
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Tuition Fees 


pupils pay sixty eighty kroner per month for board, lodging 

and instruction Danish kroner 
worth about twenty-one Canadian cents). Living conditions are Spartan 
character. The students, teachers, and principal all eat together 
large common dining-room. The food plain but clean and 
This free companionship teachers and pupils large family atmos- 
phere one the cherished characteristics the Folk High School, 
Gruntvig felt that much the way understanding and trusting each 
other was gained this free intercourse between teachers and 
students and among the students themselves. These schools not 
educate the peasant away from the land. Very much the opposite 
true. Their whole spirit breathes respect for and love the soil. The 
Danish farmer does not look with longing eyes the 
love with his job and considers second none. 


Spiritual Values 


PIRITUAL values rank high the Folk High School. 
pervaded distinctly religious atmosphere religion not taught 
such. The Bible studied but not from the standpoints creeds. 
The Inner Mission group Folk High Schools shows greater religious 
emphasis but there sign repression. fact inspirational 
atmosphere distinguishing characteristic all Folk High Schools. 
They have managed get human values life very much the fore. 


Programmes and Activities 


MIGHT expected, the curriculum the Folk High School 

unlike ours content and emphasis. Originally consisted 
singing, gymnastics, history inspirational type, and the Danish 
language. Gruntvig himself translated much the old Scandinavian 
hero legends into the vernacular and wrote many poems and hymns now 
common use the Folk High Schools. Although this curriculum still 
forms the groundwork Folk High School instruction, many variations 
and amplifications have developed since the middle last century when 
the first these schools was founded. Nearly every school has specialty. 
Ollerup, the island Funen, Niels Bukh has developed one the 
most famous gymnastic schools the world but strives maintain 
the typical Folk High School spirit and atmosphere. Krabbesholm 
North Jutland, Anders Vedel has included special wing for artisans 
the building trades. Jacob Lange’s Small-Holders School near 
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horticulture the specialty (he was formerly Professor 
Botany). Another school gives special attention folk dancing, another 
community singing and most them brush such ordinary school 
subjects mathematics and natural science. Weaving, sloyd work 
handwork) and excursions points interest and industrial plants 
are frequently included. Strange say the Folk High Schools not 
teach co-operation such. They live it. Neither they teach other 
phases economics politics definite subjects, but much discussion 
both takes place. When these schools were first founded there were 
fears some quarters that they might hot-beds political radicalism. 
The opposite has proved true. present they are bulwark 
against communism which dominant just across the Baltic Sea. They

After the school recognized the State supplies about one-third, 
and the remaining one-third comes from variety sources, such 
contributions from friends, from endowment left some benefac- 
tor. The school sometimes operates farm dairy part its activi- 
ties. connection with the financing worthy note that these 
schools not overload their classes make money. 

Danish Folk High Schools are cultural schools. One might naturally 
expect them agricultural schools but such not the case, although 
they often carry non-technical agricultural sections. Scattered over the 
country are found independent Agricultural Schools imbued with 
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the Folk High School spirit and teaching technical agriculture 
dairying. The great majority their students have already been the 
Folk High School. Similarly there are number Domestic Science 
Schools where the young women learn approved methods home 
management. These are course all adult schools. There also 
great deal activity the way study-circles, library associations, 
even school classes, etc., which provide valuable adult education. 


Human Values Placed First 


INCE adult education has done much lift Denmark from the 

depths both spiritually and economically, fitting sum 
few definite points accomplishment this connection. The problem 
was fundamentally social one and they realized that society 
organism rather than machine. When you break leg you have 
nurse back health. That what Denmark has done with her 
social structure. the first place, she has managed place human 
values above material values. Second, she has built from the bottom up. 
The Danes not expect someone else too much for them. Third, 
they have achieved not only economic success but also social satisfaction 
the rural parts. They not transplant city entertainment the 
country, nor they depend upon commercialized entertainment. 
Fourth, they have accomplished uniformity high quality production 
coupled with efficient distribution. 

The Danish network co-operative enterprises rests upon the firm 
foundation informed and enlightened citizenry educated co- 
operative action. other influence has been more effective pro- 
ducing this enlightened citizenry than adult education the form 
the Danish Folk High School. Adult education means much more than 
just teaching grown-ups read and write.

WHEAT GROWN AWAY NORTH 


ITH the development hardier strains Canada’s hard wheat, the 

wheat belt the Dominion steadily expanding northward. Oscar 
farming Northern Manitoba, immediately south latitude 55, 
shipped last season carload wheat the nearby ocean port Churchill 
the Hudson Bay, distance slightly over 400 miles north-east. This 
the first time that wheat has been grown marketable quantities this 
far north Canada. 


The moisture resulting from the long winters our northern latitudes, 
together with the heat the short summers, greatly intensifies the growing 
period vegetation. Wheat has been grown before far north and even 
further, but only small quantities sufficient meet domestic needs and 
then only small patches land which could protected covers from 


early frosts. This the first time, however, when carload, approximating 
1,500 bushels, has been produced this far north with only ordinary agricul- 


tural care and attention. 

quantity flaxseed was also produced this year Mr. Wirsig 
his farm along the Carrot River. This likewise establishes new northerly 
record for the growing flaxseed merchantable quantities. The flaxseed 


was shipped the linseed mills Eastern Canada.
